The kniKkiiig ont of the employ¬ 
ers' lialiility law by tliq Unilcil 
Stales Supreme Court again calls 
attemion to that augu.st ImhIv of 
nine men. Congress, in iqofi. en¬ 
acted a law. in response to a de- 
nuiud tliat it was not longer safe to 
politically ignore, which provided 
that railVoails and other eouimon 
carriers slvtnld he respoiisihle for 
tl'ie lives of their eiiqiloyes, lost hy 
reason of ilelectivc aiiplianccs or the 
neglect of fellow servants.

Our American institotions came into 
tbe world m the name of freedom. 
'They have been seixed npon by the 
capitalist class as the means of root¬ 
ing ont the idea of freedom from 
among the people. Our state and na¬ 
tional legislatares have become the 
mere agents of great propertied in¬ 
terests. These interests control the 
appoiatmenu and decisions of thfrr 
jodges and our courtSi. They have 
come into what is practically a private 
ownership of all the functions and 
forces of government They are us¬ 
ing these to betray and conqner for¬ 
eign and weaker people, in order to 
establish new markets for the sur¬ 
plus goods which the people make, but 
are too poor to boy. T[icy are gradu¬ 
ally so invading and restricting the 
right of suffrage as to take unawares 
I the ri|^!it of the worker to a vot^or 
I voice m public affairs. By enacting 
new and misinterpreting old laws, 
they are preparing to .stuck the 
liberty of the individual even to speak 1 
' or think for himself or for the com- j 
mon good. 

By controlling all the sources of so¬ 
cial revemte, tne possessing class is 
able to silence what might be the voice 
of protest against the passing of lib¬ 
erty and the coming of tyranny. It 
I completely coolrols the university, the 
' public school, the pulpit and the 
press, the arts and literatures. By 
makinif these economically dependent 
upon Itself, it has brought all the 
forms of public teaching into servile 
submission to its own interests. 

Our political institutions are also 
^ing used as the destroyers of that 
individual property upon which all 
liberty and opportunity depend. 'The 
promise of economic independence to 
j each man was one of the faiths in 
I which our institutions were founded. 

I But under the guise of defending 
: private property, capitalism is using 
our poiitical institutions to make it 
impossible for the vast majority of 
human beings to ever become posses¬ 
sors of private property in Ibe means 
of life. 

Capitalism is the enemy and de¬ 
stroyer of essential private property.

GOD MAMMON ROLES WHILE 
CATITAUSM IS HERE

Sooner or later the Socialists 
will be forced to cope with the 
great problem of national finances 
and to settle them rigbtl.v. 

The present financial panic has 
conclusively borne out the Socialist 
philosophy that panics are produced 
at regularly recurring periods', and 
that panics are produced for a pur¬ 
pose. Panics are never produced 
by working people, yvhether organ¬ 
ized or unorganized; but always by 
organized capitalism. 

The present financial panic ‘is 
not due to Republican misrule: 
neither was the financial panic and 
the resulting commercial stagnation 
of 1803 to ifk)7 due to Democratic 
malailmittistratioa; but was due to 
capitalistic manipulation. 

lii cither case capitalism con¬ 
trolled ttii complete financial ^"s- 
tem; and made not only the United 
-States ■ government subservient to 
the' Ciod Maoitpcm, but the so-callcd 
civilized nations of the world felt 
the shock as well. The monster 
Mammon felt that the bankers were 
In his grasp and that the great na¬ 
tions of the earth were helpless to 
ct^ with his poyver. 

First, Secretary of the Treasury 
Cortelyou came to the rescue of the 
banks in September'when the plimi 
tree "was shaken, and. disclosetl to 
the world the lielpless position of 
the United .States treasury. 

You, working people, supposed, 
of course; that Secretary Cortelyou 
had, like Antonio, the Merchant of 
Venice, come to the rescue of the 
suffering bankers and loaned his
